have set strawberries both la the spring and 
fall, and I have always had the best success in 
setting in the fall. I have my strawberry patch 
dived into throe parts. 
I reset each of them 
once in three years, in the fall, and I always 
plant the Wilson Albany variety. 
In Novem­ 
ber I go into the woods and get lea u»s enough 
to cover all my toed s. 
I cover them so com­ 
pletely that I cannot see a strawberry plant. 
I then lake bean straw and pnt enough of it 
over to keep the wind from blowing the leaves 
od, and they w Inter well. 
In the spring I 
“ |K)ku ” away the covering Irom the hills a 
little, so that I can sec the plants, and they 


grow right along. 
I let the covering be on 
the bed a month or two; it keeps the weeds 
back and the ground moist. 
I have, each 
spring, on my new bed, some of my largest, 
uicest, and best berries. 
Some fruit-growers 
pinch off all the blossoms the first year, think­ 
ing they make It up the second year, but have 
enough the second year, too.1^ There is no foul 
Muff in forest leaves or in bean straw. 
I raise 
a patcb'of beans yearly. 
They sell well. 
In 
se ting strawberries IJbave my rows each way, 
t wentv-two.inchcs apart.-—Cor.

Fic-B iting In N ew York. 
From the New York Sun. 
In the southwest comer of the post-offlse 
there is partitioned off a triangular space of 
not more than ten feet square. Two of Its 
sides are the brick walls, and the third is a 
counter. More pies are eaten off that counter 
than from any other in New York. Pie pyra­ 
mids lift their heads high above it, and behind 
the shelving presents a background of solid 
pie. Such a-scene of harmony and indiges­ 
tion exists nowhere else. This place is almost 
exclusively patronized by boys from the bro­ 
kers’ offices of Wall street, and its speculative 
tributaries. At noon yesterday there was the 
usual crowd of them at the ¿pie-stand. They 
were dapper, well-dressed youths, all over vim 
and hurry. They bounced in, seized pieces of 
pic, paid for them, and were out again in a 
Jifly, eating a3 they went. A few only stood 
at the counter and ate their lunches, adding 
to the quarter of pie, in some cases, a glass of 
milk or a tlvc cent cigar. Pios—miuce, apple, 
lemon, custard, peach, and some whose con­ 
tents bore an air of impenetrable mystery— 
were passing outward over the counter as fast 
as two men could handle them and the pay. 
Among tho patrons was a sbarp-cycd boy of 
twelve or fourteen. lie had just put a bundle 
of letters in the drop, and pushed his way hur­ 
riedly through the crowd to the counter. 
“ Mince,” he said. 
Ilis eyes looked hungry and his mouth wa­ 
tery. A piece was cut from a mince pie and 
pushed towards him. lie grabbed it and bro’t 
it quickly to his lips. Then ho put it down. 
Taste had conquered impatience. He wanted 
sugar on his. A sweet shower fell from a big 
pepper-box on the segment of crust-enclosed 
meat, apple, and much etc. Again he raised 
the pie to his mouth with one hand, and laid 
two three-ceut postage stamps on the counter 
with the other. His mouth swung open, and 
the geometrical pole of the savory quadrant 
entered it. 
“ Stop," said tho salesman. 
The pie was saved, but it had run a dreadful 
risk. 
“ We don't take those any more,” and the 
stamps were shoved back to him. 
With a lingering look at the pie which he 
had so nearly tasted, the boy took the stamps 
and departed. 
“ Postmaster James has ordered us not to 
take any more stamps for pie,” was the man’s 
explanation to a customer. “ It had got so 
that about all the brokers' boys bought their 
pie every day with postage stamps. They 
came to tho office to post letters, you see, and 
would bring a couple of extra stamps to buy 
their lunch with. Some of them would cat 
live or six three-ceat stamps’ worth at a time. 
They got to running the thing so strong that 
their bosses dropped on ’em, and went to the 
postmaster about it. So lie has ordered us 
not take any more, and the boys who can't 
raise the money are shut off on their pie.”

In every home there should be at least ouo 
open grate, or some other arrangement for 
burning wood or soft or hard coal. A lire 
which can be seen as well as felt—a cheerful, 
bright, blazing fire, with shovel and tongs— 
and fender, too, if you please—which will at­ 
tract the family by its social influences, is a 
grand tiling in a home. Those black, grim, 
tartarean flues, tilled with tho stale odors of 
cellar and hot air-chamber and seething water 
tank, and emitting clouds of pulverized ashes 
to cover your furniture and siitle your lungs, 
are among the greatest banes of family enjoy­ 
ment and comfort. It is ail well enough to 
have one’s dwelling warmed from top to bot­ 
tom, and to haVe no coals to carry beyond the 
furnace, but this heating system lias done im 
mensé mischief to the family powers, scatter­ 
ing the members of it all over the house, and 
furnishing not one attractive spot in which 
the inmates will gather, as by Instinct they do, 
to enjoy the cheery comfort of the fireside. 
There is no fireside in meat of our modern 
houses. There are only boles in the floor or 
in the walls. And we are disposed to. think 
that tho good ventilation of the open Arc adds 
not a little to the unconscious blessings of it3 
hospitable and domestic influence. The sight 
of tho little folks, as the}- s’t musing and 
amused while the wood-flre burns, and watch­

unto town to buy their ••store clothe*” and 
enjoy TLif13iea3ures bf IEO metropolis for a sea­ 
son. 
They coaid not, of course, go to tho ho­ 
tels, which, lf not sinful, were at least expan­ 
sive, and so were billeted upon several private 
families, who were kind enough (ogive them 
entertainment. 
Tho 
British 
philosophers 
have fallen into the same way; and, if the rep­ 
resentations of the writer to whom we refer 
may be believed, not greatly to the delight of 
the objects of their predvorv system. 
He 
says: 
These gatherings luvo come lo be nothing 
but huge picnics. 
A pleasant or interesting 
town, whose hospitable disposition bas been 
previously sounded by a deputation, is select­ 
ed. 
The’swarm of philosophers descend up­ 
on it, and expect to be lodged, boarded and 
entertained gratuitously, iii houor of the sci­ 
ence whose name they Lave invoked. 
The 
whole affair is managed w ith tile most un­ 
blushing impudence. 
Appeals are made to 
the Mayor and corporation of the town for a 
public subscription in aid of tile expenses of 
the society, and the authorities are also ex- 
peeled to give the use of public buildings, 
with gas and attendance, free of charge, and 
probably one or two soirees on their own ac­ 
count. 
So much in their public capacity; in 
their private capacity it is demanded of them 
that they should each carry so many philoso­ 
p h e r to their homes, and nourish and cherish 
them with tho best ot meat and drink. 
Householders all over Hie town are similarly 
dunned from door to door, and plagued and 
pestered to take in a philosopher or two. 
It 
is suspected that the philosophers send down 
scouts to spy out the land mid take note of ail 
the nice-looking houses. 
If any one has a 
?iiult, pleasant, roomy villa, with a good law n 
and well-stocked garden, lie is certain to lie 
pounced upon, 
lf it Is rumored that he has a 
clever cook and a good wine cellar, lie may us 
well make up his mind to accept a philoso­ 
pher to bed and I iou rd at once, unless lie is 
prepared to lock up his dwelling and retire 
fur a time to a iemote part of fie country. 
lie will have no peace ut home; letters by 
every post, calls from the local committee, 
telegrams from the London committee, every 
kind of pressure and persecution wilt be ap­ 
plied to him until he lias opened his d?x>r to 
one or more of the philosophical filibusters 
anti made them free of bis cigar Ik»x and 
larder. 
To such lengths is this sort of tiling 
carried that some of the more distinguished 
philosophers, who think they have a hold on 
the managers ami wire-pullers of the meeting 
on uvcouut of their names having a gtn>d look 
on tho bills, actually stipulate beforehand 
what sort of accommodations they require. 
Hie house must be in a nice situation, bal 
rooms not tot) high up, 7 o’clock dinners, no 
children, owner of the bouse not a shop-kcep 
cr, aud so on. 
Oilier! are leu exacting, an I 
will accept noil ami breakfast in one house if 
sure of dinner at another. 
Of course, if it 
w as only for really eminent men of science, 
that this sort of domestic charily had to lie 
provided, it would not lie so much m atter.— 
It is true that a man m aybe scientifically emi­ 
nent aiel perfectly disgusting; but, after all. 
there are not so very many eminent men of 
any sort. 
It happens, however, that when 
the door is once opened for the eminent men, 
all sorts of obscure humbugs rush in after 
them. 
It is all a matter of impudence, and iu 
this country there are always plenty ot people 
who, if anything can Is? got by sheer impu­ 
dence, may be safely tacked to get it. 
Alto 
get her these congresses are rising to Hie dig­ 
nity of a national nuisance. 
Nothing of the kind, of course, takes place 
in this country, where, if a scientific congress 
is held, each member pays his sco*. and 
would scorn to be Hie recipient of an enforced 
bountv.

Tile moral epidemic of frauds and robins:- 
ies goos on with wonderful regularity and 
power. 
The approach of cold weather ap­ 
pears rather to increase tbau to diminish Hie 
number of cases. 
We call it an epidemic af­ 
ter due consultation with the dictionary and 
with the facts; as nobody is personally to 
blame. Money seems inclined "to steal awhilo 
away” without any sufficient provocation, aud 
get itself tied up in all sorts of suspicious 
places; then some good iunocent soul is ab­ 
surdly condemned as a thief, wheu ho was 
merely the victim of circumstances. 
Who 
would think of spanking a child for catching 
tho croup, or think less of his neighbor for 
spraining his ankle on somebody else’s slip­ 
pery sidewalk ? This whole thing is nothing 
but kleptomania on a larger scale. 
But in­ 
asmuch ar all epidemics start from some filthy 
lair or iniquitous jungle, it may be worth 
while to send a committee to purify that 
"Happy Valley.” Gov. Shepherd, of Wash­ 
ington, would Ik> a good man to sprinkle the 
disinfectants, as ho don’t mind a bad smell.

puffing him, bul we are not. 


I d e n t i f y i n g D e a d J i m . 
A prominent medical journal thus discusses 
the question of personal identity—one in which 
we are all Vltatly interested^ as any man is li­ 
able nuder certain conditions to be taken for 
somebody else. 
Ail readers of current litera­ 
ture will remember the touching esse of two 
Dutch twlos who looked so much alike that 
even their own mother could not distinguish 
between them. 
One died; but it was impos­ 
sible to tell which had died. 
The complica­ 
tions, domestic and legal, to which this thing 
might give rise.oppall the dullest imagination. 
We must have a law before long requiring 
every one to be privately marked and publicly 
registered; especially dead tram, who can't 
speak for themselves. 
Tho troubles of the Robinson family ara thus 
narrated: 
The difficulties of pr«>of aud the dangers of 
making positive assertions as to personal 
identity have again been shown by Hie extra­ 
ordinary mistakes which have occurred In re­ 
lation to Mr. Robinson, whose attack of de­ 
lirium tremens has thrown his widow Into 
weeds and his friends into mourning. 
When 
Mr. Robinson disappeared six weeks ago, a 
body found in the Thames, near Greenwich, 
was’ identified as his beyond, it would have 
Beemen, a iKissibility of doubt, 
The decased 
not only resembled Mr. Robinson iii general 
configuration, bul a tuft of hair on tho fore­ 
head, Ids baldness, his dress, a scar ou the 
right leg, an overlapping tooth, together w itll 
the positive assrlfous of his wife, his servant, 
and a friend who had known him twenty-six 
years, left no doubt in the minds of the cor­ 
oner’s jury that the Body had been properly 
identified. 
All writers on medical jurispru­ 
dence recognize the occasional difficulties of 
identifying dead bodies. 
This is due, it is 
said, to " a peculiar change” which conics 
over the features after death. 
The mistake?, 
however, are obviously caused, not by any 
change of features, but by the absence of ail 
that enables us to recognise a living m an—ex­ 
pression, voice, gesture, and the like. 
The 
late Lord Mansfield, in the celebrated Douglass 
Peerage case, said that, in an array of a hun­ 
dred thousand men, every one may be known 
from another. 
This may be true of living 
men, but we strongly suspect that amongst 
the dead upon a battle-field the mistakes as 
to the identity arc numerous, though such 
mistakes would of course by easily remedied. 
Th** resemblance of separate features of indi­ 
viduals is usually tolerably strong, and the 
difference In the noses, eyes, lips, etc., of the 
average of mankind (except of course In such 
• s Socrates, the late Duke of Wellington, and 
the race of Hapsburg), is not such as to ena­ 
ble us to swear positively to identify.

A prominent medical journal thus diseussei 
the question of persoual identity—one in which 
we are all fltatly lnterested, as any man Is li­ 
able undeV certain conditions To be taken for 
somebody else. All readers of current litera­ 
ture will remember the touching case of two 
Dutch twlos who looked so much alike that 
even their own mother could not distinguish 
between them. One died; but It was Impos­ 
sible to tell which had died. The complica­ 
tions, domestic and legal, to which this thing 
might give rise, appall the dullest imagination. 
We must have a law before long requiring 
every one to be privately marked and publicly 
registered; especially dead men, who can’t 
speak for themselves. 
The troubles of the Robinson family are thus 
narrated: 
The difficulties of proof and the dangers of 
making positive assertions as to personal 
identity have again been shown by the extra­ 
ordinary mistakes which have occurred in re­ 
lation to Mr. Robinson, whose attack of de­ 
lirium tremens has thrown his widow into 
weeds and his friends into mourning. 
When 
Mr. Robinson disappeared six weeks ago, a 
bedy lound in the Thames, near Greenwich, 
was identified as his beyond, it would have 
seemed, a possibility of doubt, 
The decased

The mistakes, 
however, are obviously caused, not by any 
change of features, but by the absence of all 
that enables us to recognise a living man—ex 
pression, voice, gesture, and the like. The 
late Lord Mansfield, in the celebrated Douglass 
Peerage case, said that, in an array of a hun­ 
dred thousand men, every one may be known 
from another. This may be true of livin 
men, but we strongly suspect that amongst 
the dead upon a battle-field the mistakes as 
to the identity are numerous, though sucli 
mistakes would of course by easily remedied. 
The resemblance of separate features of indi­ 
viduáis is usually tolerably strong, and the 
difference In the noses, eyes, lips, etc., of the 
average of mankind (except of course in such 
»s Socrates, the late Duke of Wellington, and 
the race of Hapsburg), is not such us to ena 
hie us to swear positively to identify.

C hicago, Oct. 26.—Tho amended report of 
the Transportation Committee was submitted 
and propositions nlade; flr3t, that Congress 
may prevent unjust state restrictions upon in­ 
ter-state commerce, but that protection to the 
people of the stales be secured by legisla­ 
tures and courts. Secoud, rejoicing over the 
Improvement of the Welland and St. Lawrence 
Canals by Canada and New York canals and 
favoring Mississippi River improvement.— 
Third, referring the question of a double-track 
railway from the east to the west and ques­ 
tions germain to the Executive Council for 
future consideration. 
Holden of Milwaukee offered a substitute for 
the first proposition declaring that states have 
a right to regulate railways within their bord­ 
ers. Wetherell of Pennsylvania favored Con­ 
gressional regulation of railways. 
Able of St. Louis opposed Congressional 
control of railways, or anything looking to­ 
ward centralization of the power of the gov­ 
ernment, and favored Mr. Holden’s amend 
mcnt. 
Burivell of New Orleans took the same 
ground. Linze and Woolley of Cincinnati, 
Allen of Philadelphia aud Crocker of Boston 
favored the amended report. 
Wright of Chicago offered a substitute re­ 
ferring the subject of transportation lo the 
general government and legislatures, to be 
governed by the same general laws governing 
other industries; that It should not be the 
policy of the general government to assume the 
business of the people, either in transporta­ 
tion by rail or water or in the construction oí 
such routes, and recommending legislators to 
protect the people against the wrongs inflicted 
by common carriers. 
Hawley of Detroit favored the report aud 
Pomberg opposed it. 
The debate having involved to some extent 
the question of 3tate rights the report was so 
amended as to ask Congress to exercise such 
power as tbe Constitution authorizes for the 
regulation of inter-state commerce. 
The vote on the first proposition was yeas 
26, uayB 16. The defeated side wanted a two- 
thirds vote. The second and third proposi­ 
tions were unanimausly adopted. 
Resolutions thanking the Chicago Board of 
Trade, Chicago and her newpapers were unan­ 
imously adopted. 
Resolutions were adopted favoring recipro­ 
cal trade relations with the Spanish colonies 
B. A. Gano Introduced a resolution which 
was adopted, asking that banks and clearing 
houses adopt some plan for obviating the nec­ 
essity of large transfers of currency between 
business centers.

The Loudon Engineer states that the high­ 
est railway speeds in tho world aro attained 
in England, and that tho highest of all is 
reached on the Great Western railroad—the 
speed ou the latter being given roundly as 
fifty miles an hour. Instances are given, how­ 
ever, of sixty-five or seventy miles an hour, 
and the Engineer believes that it would be 
possible to lay a permanent way so well, and 
to maintain it in such excellent order, that 
trains might travel on it with perfect safety at 
one hundred miles an hour—indeed, miles and 
miles of such tracks are now to he found on 
most off the great main lines, but nowhere 
can one hundred consecutive miles of 
permanent 
way 
in 
perfection 
lie 
found; and, as a chain is no stronger than its. 
weakest link, so a few hundred yard3 of bad 
track would spoil, for the purpose of travel­ 
ing, one hundred miles an hour, a whole line. 
The really important question, argues the En 
•rineer, is, given the line aud the cars tit for it, 
what shall the engine be like, and is it possi­ 
ble to construct an engine at all which, with a 
moderately beavy train, will attain and main­ 
tain a velocity of one hundred miles an hour, 
oil a line with no grade heavier than, say one 
in three hundred? After a thorough exami­ 
nation of the question in all its bearings, the 
Engineer's figures prove that it is absolutely 
impossible to obtain a speed of one hundred 
miles an hour on a railway, if the resistance is 
anything like one hundred and twenty pounds 
per ton. 


E x t r a o r d i n a r y S c e n e n t a A V ieck. 
A correspondent, describing the wreck of 
the steamer Agra, off Gaffe, bound from Cal­ 
cutta to London, via the Suez Canal, says that 
after the vessel struck ou the rocks the pas­ 
sengers and crew had barely time to escape 
into the boats, as the seas came tumbling over 
tho sides, sweeping everything before them, 
carrying away one poor invalid sailor, and 
burstiug open the cages and pens of an ex­ 
tensive menagerie on board going home for 
the Zoological Gardens. The escape and 
striking out amid the waves of a crowd of ti­ 
gers, elephants, 4c., and their roars aud 
screams adding to the terror of the wretched 
passengers, presented a spectacle that will 
not soon bo forgotten. One elephant man­ 
aged to swim ashore, as did one of the inhabi­ 
tants of tbe adjacent coast, who are said to 
be living in a state of siege, not daring to ven­ 
turo outside their barricaded doors. The 
Agra, which sank in deep water, belonged to 
the Red Cross line of steamers plying between 
Calcutta and London, and was to have taken 
n number of passengers home from Ceylon. 
Her wreck comes on the heels of that of the 
Arracan, lost tuo other day on one óf the Mal- 
dive reefs. 


A N e w C e re a l. 
A new cereal has been grown in Oregon, 
and the people are puzzled as to whether it 
belongs to the wheat family, or more nearly 
rye, Harley or oa’s, opinions being very nearly 
equally divided. From seven to ten stalks 
grow from one root to a height of about four 
feet, and these stalks or 3traws are thin and 
hard. The radicals are tough and spread 
widely. The heads are six inches in length 
and covered with a heavy beard, each filament 
five inches long. The grain is double the 
length of a kernel of wheat, and instead of 
being firm and compact is hollow, the cavity 
containing glutinous mattor. While the grain 
bears a closer resemblance to wheat than any­ 
thing else, the Btraw looks more like that of 
rye or barley. Its origin is somewhat pecu­ 
liar, the first grain having been taken from 
the stomach of a wild goose, by a farmer in 
Tillamook county, nearly three years ago. Ho 
waa struck with its appearanco and planted 
it, aud the succeeding season sowed the pro­ 
duct. He distributed a portion of the second 
crop among a few friends in different parts of 
the State, who this year raised small quanti­ 
ties. It will require another year to deter­ 
mine the value of the grain.

count. So much in their public capacity; in 
their private capacity it is demanded of them 
that they should each carry so many philoso­ 
pher to their homes, and nourish and cherish 
them with the best ot meat and drink. 
Householders all over the town are similarly 
dunned from door to door, and plagued and 
pestered to take iu a philosopher or two. It 
is suspected that the philosophers send down 
scouts to spy out the land and take note of alt 
the nice-looking houses. If any one lias a 
suug, pleasant, roomy villa, witli a good lawn 
and well-stocked garden, he is certain to tie 
pounced upon. If it is rumored that lie lias a 
clever cook and a good wine cellar, lie may as 
well make up liis mind to accept a philoso­ 
pher to bed and board at once, unless lie is 
prepared to lock up bis dwelling and retire 
for a lime to a remote part of the country, 
lie will have no peace ut home; letters by 
every post, calls from the local committee, 
telegrams from the London committee, every 
kiud of pressure and persecution will be ap­ 
plied to him until lie has opened his door to 
one or more of the philosophical filibusters 
and nude them free of liis cigar box and 
larder. To such lengths is this sort of thing 
carried that some of the more distinguished 
philosophers, who think they have a hold on 
the managers and wire-pullers of the meeting 
on account of their names having a good look 
on the bills, actually stipulate beforehand 
what sort of accommodations they require. 
The house must be in a nice situation, bed 
rooms not too high up, 7 o’clock dinners, no 
children, owner of the bouse not a sbop-keep 
er, and so on. Others are le3s exacting, and 
will accept oed and breakfast in one house if 
sure of dinner at another. Of course, if it 
was only for really eminent men of science, 
that this sort of domestic charity had to lie 
provided, it would not be so much matter.— 
Itistrue that a nun maybe scientifically emi­ 
nent aud perfectly disgusting; but, after all, 
there are not so very many eminent men of 
any sort. It happens, however, that when 
the door is once opened for the eminent men, 
all sorts of obscure humbugs rush in after 
them. It is all a nutter of impudence, and in 
this country there are. always plenty of people 
who, if any thing can be got by sheer impu­ 
dence, may be safely backed to get it. Alto­ 
gether these congresses are rising to the dig­ 
nity of a national nuisance. 
Nothing of the kiud, of course, takes place 
in this country, where, if a scientific congress 
is held, each " member pays liis scot, and 
would scorn to lie (tie recipient of an enforced 
bounty. 


A B ig C o a l F ie ld iu L itig a tio n , 
The ownership of a very valuable tract of 
anthracite coal lands, in the counties of Car­ 
bon and Schuylkill, l’a., fifteen square miles 
in extent, now in the possession of the Phila­ 
delphia and Reading Coal 4 Iron Co., is in 
dispute. This land was ouco patented to sev­ 
eral parties by Rolwrt Morris, Washington’s 
Secretary of the Treasury, but its value not 
being appreciated at that time, it was allowed 
to remain untouched, and a patent ou the 
same property was afterwards taken out by 
another party. The land was finally sold out 
in tracts under the tax laws of the state.— 
Several suits of ejectment have now been en­ 
tered agaiust the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal 4 Iron Co., and Rockafellow, a Circuit 
Judge, lias declared the tax titles worthless. 
Tbe case had gone up to the Supreme Court, 
and, if this court confirms liis opinion, the 
claim of the Coal and Iron Co. will rest on the 
second patent.
